Adlai Confident UN’ 


Will Emerge Stronger 


WASHINGTON—The United Nations, according to Adlai 
E, Stevenson, is flourishing in spite of the wailers and hand- 
wringers who have from time to time consigned it to the 
grave. 

Stevenson, who has been representative to the. United 
Nations since Jan. 23, 1961, spoke at a luncheon meeting of 
the overseas writers. After recalling that he was present at 
the founding of the UN at San Francisco in 1945, he said: 

“One way or another, I've been close to the UN since its 
birth 20 long and gripping years ago. I cannot remember a 
year when I have not read or heard about its demise being 
just around the corner. The only difference is that the head- 
shaking and hand-wringing are a little more pronounced than | 
usual. 

“The UN is suffering all right— make no ) mistake about it

London‘s Housing
